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Great Battles in 
Marshall Islands 


OBITUARY 


Great battles are in progress in the 
Marshall Islands, north-east of Aus¬ 
tralia and on the Pacific route to Jap¬ 
an. The attack on the Marshall’s has 
isolated thousands of Jap troops. A 
great tactical surprise assault was 
lauriched-with such success that a vi¬ 
tal airbase in the heart of the Mar¬ 
shalls was captured within a day. A 
gieat harbor has also been lost to the 
Japanese. The Marshalls have been 
in the hands of the Japs since 1918 
under mandated arrangement. Air, 
navy and- land troops were success¬ 
fully engaged. Conquest of the Mar- 
shalte vytll bring .American strength 
to within 1200 miles of the Caroline 
groups which is key to Japanese Is¬ 
land defences in the south-central Pa¬ 
cific. Attacks on Kab&ul have destroy¬ 
ed the usefulness at that point and 
serve to tighten the encircling threat 
on Japan. The Raboul-Truk seaway 
leads directly to southern Phillippines 
and the entrance to the China sea. 

The converging attack from south and 
east is expected to draw out the Jap¬ 
anese main fleet. 

On the European front 1100 Ameri¬ 
can bombers centred attack on Wil- 
helmshaven, the great submarine and 
shipbuilding centre. This was the cli¬ 
max of six consecutive assaults. Ger¬ 
many however, is continuing to make 
U boats as fast as bombing will allow 
but the destruction of many bases 
makes it necessary that larger subs 
must be made capable of operating 
farther from their bases. 

Raids on Berlin are believed to have 
destroyed fcwo-thirdr. of the city. In 
these raids thousands of people lose 
their homes, are buried in cellars and 
many are never recovered. In one re¬ 
cent raid 6000 people died, bringing 
an estimated total of 74,000 people 
killed in 13 recent raids. 

In January the R.A.F. unloaded 
9300 tons of bombs, on Berlin alone, 
and 16,500 tons on all Germany. Fires 
that are lit take days to subdue. 

Soviet States Action 

The Russion parliament has adopt¬ 
ed a proposal that would give 16 in¬ 
dividual republics their own commis¬ 
sariats of national defence and for¬ 
eign affairs with the right to raise 
their own armv formations and deal 
directly with other countries. This is 
described as a step toward settlement

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KEEPING UNITED 

Y/TUANADIANS of all parties are recognizing that this 
country must play a positive role in plans for future 
world security, Canada’s contribution to the Allied 
cause in the war gives her importance and authority 
far in excess of numerical strength- There can be no 
disagreement with the conviction that a better world 
can only be realized through keeping the united nations 
united after the war. Out of such union a common 
strength and Integrity may be evolved. If the Allied na¬ 
tions continue with the same general agreement and 
singleness of purpose that have characterized the prose¬ 
cution of the war, the global ideals as outlined in the 
Atlantic Charter may become reality. If the world is 


"ot enslaved by dread of war, material problems of mar¬ 
kets, use of raw materials, migrations, and other inter¬ 
national questions can be'Solved. Some form of inter¬ 
national policing, to which all concurring nations would 
contribute, seems the most practicable way of assuring 
peace. Had such a force empowered to Strike instantly 
been operative in pre-wdf‘years, probably the invaders' 
of Mahchuria, Abysinnia, Czecho-Slovakia would never 
have started on the trail of blood encircling the world. 

Nations have been shocked out of the old ideas of na¬ 
tional isolation. The problems of the future are glo¬ 
bal. They demand, above all things, integrity of lead¬ 
ership, and they demand also unselfishness. An unceas¬ 
ing watch must be kept to expose and prevent any up¬ 
surge of the old power politics in which intrigue and 
secrecy displaced honesty and courage. 

The Allied Nations, by continuing united in peace, 
can recreate the world on a pattern of internationalism 
in which smaller nations play their fair part and no 
people are subjugated or exploited. But there is no hope 
if there is distrust. If one power plays against another 
power within the circle of allied nations; if alliance* 
are formed for the purpose of domination, the future is 
doomed. If international cartels re-organize as they 
were prganized before this war to monopolize products 
and control markets, the future is doomed. If acquisi¬ 
tiveness in high places is permitted to replace fair deal¬ 
ing, then the sacrifice of this war has been in vain. 

The common man i? the sufferer in every war. When 
. the present conflict is over, the common man dare not 
lapse into inditfeience. Hw must keep unceasing watch 
on the foreign policies Which his country is pursuing, 
and on the politics of all world powers. Individually a 
man may not be important, but as part of a great na¬ 
tional voice he may wield great power.

WHEN WASHING WAS A JOB 


If modern washing of delicate ma¬ 
terials seems a nuisance fake a look 
at the instructions issued in grand¬ 
mother’s day for fhe correct cleans¬ 
ing, of silk stockings. Following is an 
excerpt from a “Handbook for the 
l‘se of a Lady in Polite Society,” pub¬ 
lished in Boston in 1872: “To wash 
silk—half a pint of gin, four ounces 
of soft soap, and two ounces of honey, 
well shaken: th.n rub the silk, with, 
a sponge (wetted with the above mix¬ 
ture) upon a table, wash through two 
waters, in which first put two or three 
spoonsful of ox gall, which will 
brighten the colors, and prevent their 
running. The silk should not be 
wrung, but well shaken and hung up 
ti dry and mangled while damp. The 
writer has had green silk dresses 
washed by this recipe, and they have 
looked es well as now. For black silk-'- 
sire uncooked potatoes, p ur boilifig 
water on them: when cold sponge the 
right side of the .silk with it, fin'd icon 
•or the wrong side.”
